Tho New Jrfork Tribune has not been 
noted in the pnst for u loaning towiirda 
England. On the contrary, it has been 
much allocked with Anglophobia. During 
tho recent tfuiiiau troubles it took a strong 
position iigainst English intoreatsand put 
tod tho disaffected Irishmen on tho hack. 
When the Alabama claims were under dis- 
cussion it screamed for war; and when 
Blaine^ as Garfield's Secretary of Stale, 
attempted to upset tho Bulwer -Lytton 
treaty, it shouted for tho "Monroe doc- 
trine" and declared that the English must 
bo. booted of! the American continent, 
"bug and baggage," as Gladstone once as- 
sorted tho Turks ought to driven out of 
Europe. Hut tho Afghan difficulty has 
given tho Tribune an opportunity to speak 
a good word for England and her inter- 
ests in tho ea&t. It takes most decided 
ground iu hostility to Russia's course. It 
can find no excuse jfor tho policy of tho 
Czar anil boldly and unreservedly asserts 
that Russia is in tho wrong and England 
in tho right. This declaration, coming 
from an unfriendly critic of Great Britain, 
is worth ipioting, as showing the drift of 
American sentiment at this important 
crisis. When the enemies of England 
admit that her course is just, the subjects 
c/f that great empire can, with thu utmost 
confidence, maintain her claims. The 
Tribune says: 

Several correspondents ask us whether 
Americans ought to sympathize with ltus- 
sia or England in the war now impending. 
There is only one way in which to answer 
this question, and that is to find out which 
side is in, the right. Prepossession and 
prejudices in favor of or against either of 
tho rivals for supremacy in Central Asia 
ought to be laid aside. Thuro is a moral 
order in the affairs of -nations which de- 
termines whethor war is an unprovoked 
aggression on one side and a just and 
necessary measure of defence on tho 
other. As a question of morality, wo 
have no hesitation in declaring that 
American sympathies should be enlisted 
on the English side — and not because it 
is thu English side, and ours is a branch 
of the English -speaking race; but bo- 
cause the English are in the right. In con- 
sidering this subject it is not necessary to 
decide whether England has played the 
part of tli o strong robber ill 1'ndia, or 
whether Russia lias been acting like a 
ruffianly freebooter among tho Khanates 
of the steppes. Since tho dawn of tho 
raco the law of superior force or civiliza- 
tion has been inexorable. The conquest 
of India and thu persistent advance of 
Russia across the Kirghiz levels to Samar- 
cand and from the Caspian to Merv and 
Sarakhs have thu same justification as tho 
occupation of tho red men's hunting- 
grounds by tlie English race in America. 
The aggressiveness of superior civilization 
has triumphed all tho way from Orenburg 
to Calcutta. If the European rivals are to 
moot face tu face in Western Afghanistan, 

it is neeausu etch u.m ,. m..,i„ 

avert its own destiny. Each has been 
swayed by tendeneii w which it could not re- 
sist. There they stand pitted agniimt each 
other, and the question of mural responsi- 
bility for the outbreak of war cannot he set- 
tled by a comparison of the results of British 
rule in India and of the Itussinii conquest 
of Turkestan. On abstract principles tho 
Russiaim have the same right or license to 
occupy Western Afghanistan which they 
exercised in reducing Khiva and storming 
Crook Tope. Theru can lie no greater im- 
morality in invading the Ameer's dominions 
than there was in subjugating' the country 
to the Akhals; and their title to Penjdeh 
and Herat, if these towns lire permanently 
occupied, probably would In- ns good as the 
British title to I'eshawur and Ouettii. The 
crucial questions to be decided are, first, 
•whether the Kussians are uol guilty of 
breach of faith iu claiming territory which 
they have repent >dly admitted does not be- 
long lo thefti : mid, secondly, whether they 
have not wantonly provoked a war and de- 
clined to submit thu points at. issue to pacific 
arbitration. On the first point tho evidence 
is very clem-. When M. Do Oiers in 18H2 
proposed to jinve the Russian frontier de- 
nned, he conceded that all tho places recent- 
ly occupied by lieu. Koiuorofl' belonged to 
the Ameer. Iu March, 1S8-1. he repudiated 
n military map in which l'ciijdeh was 
placed north of the frontier; and even as 
late as November, 188-f, the official repre- 
sentative of his government, Col. Alkhuti- 
off, acknowledged that the town was under 
Afghan jurisdiction. These and other con- 
cessions made since the capture of Gook 
Tepe show that the Russians have repeated- 
ly recognized the territory now claimed 
either as theirs on ethnographical principles 
or as fairly debatable. 

On the second point, M. Lessar, J'rof. 
Martens and Mine. Novikulf have joined 
issue with the British government. They 
allirm that the 'Afghan title to Penjdeh 
was disputed, that Sir Petor Lumsden had 
authority to assign it to Russia, that tho 
Afghans by occupying it in force compelled 
tho Russians to seize Pulsi-Khatum and 
Zulfikar, and thin tho boundary commis- 
sion would have begun and ended its work 
and a pacific solution have been reached, 
if it had not been for this appropriation 
of debatable territory. Tho evidenco 
docs not, however, bear out this state- 
ment of the case. Penjdeh was occupied 
Juno 16, 1884., before the proposals for a 
joint commission were accepted and at 
least two mouths bofuro tho members were 
named. From that date the British gov- 
ernment have made continuous efforts to 
settle all questions at isBiio peaceably. 
Sir Petor Lumsden and hiasvrveyors have 
been on the ground in readiness to con- 
sult tho Russian commissioners, who have 
never joined thom. A diplomatic truce 
was proposed from London and deter- 
mined efforts were put forth to refer all 
matters in dispute to arbitration. These 
pacific overtures have boon met iu a hos- 
• tile spirit at St. Petersburg. By military 
concentration, stealthy advances, diplo- 
matic dissimulation and wanton aggres- 
sion, the Czar has set his face irrevocably 
against peace and forced on a devastating 
war. Pur thosu reasons Russia must be 
adjudged to be in the wrong; England in 
tho right. 

THE LUILWA Y CUAKGMS. 

Some time ng" Tka ColunLit gave space 
to a letter from Mr. A. Ouderdouk on 
the subject of the railway freight rates. 
In that letter Mr. Ouderdouk announced 
an important reduction in the rales 
charged on Hour and coal oil; and pro- 
mised if at any time it. .should seem lo 
the contractors that it would be to then- 
interest to carry freight, at "extremely 
low rates," they would do ho. We regret 
very much that in the opinion of the 
contractors the time for fulfilling that 
promise has not yet arrived: and that tho 
people of tho interior continue to groan 



beneath the heavy burthen of railway 
charges. Snmo largo shippers have re- 
turned to steamers and bull-teams for 
tho transportation of their goods and 
have discarded tho railway altogether. 
When steamboats and bull teams carry 
freight at lower rates than a railway there 
must be somethilll! wrong with the rail- 
way. Tho wrong in this instance consists 
iu heavy overcharges by tho contractors 
which are breaking tho financial backs of 
the people. Our object in writing to-day 
is tu remind JIr - Ondordonk of his pledge 
and to ask him it tho time has net arrived 
to reduce his tariff of charges on all ar 
ticlea carried over tho road to a point 
where people may patronize him and live? 
Perhaps it would not bo right to ask Mr. 
Onderdonk to adopt an "extremely low 
rate;'' but he ought certainly to meet his 
patrons half way.

Preparations lor the Battle at 
Batonclic. 

Terrible n<'i>i'<'<laiions by Hie 
Indians. 

Tlic Wh»U; Indian Population 
on the War Path.

Winnipeg, Manitoba, May 7- — A wild 
rumor hero to-night that Middloton's force 
had had a severe battle with tho rebels at 
Batoucho induced groat excitement. The 
rumor, however, has been pronounced 
entirely baseless. It is not known that 
Middlotou has yet moved from his camp 
at South Gabriel's. 

Advices from Clarke's Crossing say the 
steamer Northcoto will bo strengthened 
to-day and her vulnerable parts rendered 
bullet proof. She. will go down stream 
simultaneously with tho troops and attack 
Batoucho from tho river. 

Edmonton advices say tho region north 
and east of there is full of hostiles. In 
fact, all Indians west, of Battleford are in 
war paint. Settlers have all (led. John 
Walkinshaw and Albert llarkness, both 
from Ontario, were killed by Rig Rear's 
band over a week ago. Their wives and 
the wives of tho two missionaries are 
prisoners. All four women are being 
frightfully maltreated. Scouts Irmn the 
northeast say that Col. Otter will hive a 
fearful time of it. Poundmnkor, Little 
Child and all othor chiefs are on the war 
path. A number of half breeds are 
directing thum. Major Steol was to scud 
word back when ho readied Edmonton, 
but nothing has been heard from him. 
There is a perfect panic in tho Eleanor 
district, and scores of homesteads have 
been burned.

Browning, Prof. Black and 
the whole Coleridge family, including the 
grandson anil granddaughter of the pod, 
many members of tho house of commons, 
noblemen, bishops, deacons niiil a large 
number of Americans were also in attend- 
ance. Dean Bradl y and Mr Lowell on 
tored the Chapter House arm in arm. 
Tho dean made a short, speech. Mr. 
Lowell said: "This is neither the lime 
nor place to speak of Coleridge s cniid ucl 
to himself, his family or tho world. Flu 
left behind him a great name; let those 
who aro blameless cast tho first stone at 
one who might have been belter had he 
possessed these business faculties winch 
make man respectable. He left us such 
a legacy as only genius— and genius not 
always — can leave. ^Cheers.) Lord 
Coleridgo returned thanks on behalf of 
tho family. The assemblage then went 
to the poet's corner and Mr. Lowell 
formally unveiled the statue, which bears 
tho simple inscription, "Samuel Taylor 
Coleridge."

His Assailant Attempts Suicide 
by Strychnine.

CALIFORNIA. 
San FrUNCJSsCO, May 7 — This after- 
noon Charles Ashton, real estate broker, 
was shot in his ollico by Captain J. L. 
Egan. Two shots were fired, both taking 
effect in Ashton's left side. As soon as 
he had done the shooting Egan entered 
a neighboring otlice and with a drawn re 
volver kept back the police until he had 
swallowed a dose of strychnine. Both 
men were taken to the city hospital, 
where the poison was pumped out of Egan 
and Ashton's wounds were dressed The 
seriousness of tho latter's wounds is not 
yet ascertained. Egan is completely re- 
covered. The shootinu grew out. of what 
is known as the Dashaway Association 
stoal. The association about a year ago 
sold properly belonging tu that, institution 
and divided tho proceeds among them- 
selves. Ashton, a member, opposed this 
sale, claiming that the property was held 
by the association only as a public trust. 



Ho has brought several suits for injunc- 
tion against the other members, but each 
time was beaten. His continued opposi- 
tion enraged Egan, who participated in 
the division of the Dashaway property. 
I,, an interview he said, "I could not 
stand it any longer; I had to ahoot him."

— Edmund Fitzmaur- 
j c(>i under foreign secretary, replying this 
afternoon in the house of' commons to 
Gibson, conservative member fur Dublin 
university, stated that General Rldgoway, 
with Captain Yates and others, would ro- 
main in charge of the Afghan boundary 
oomiriissfcn, now that Sir Peter Lumsden 
is coming to London. Tho instructions 
sent to Sir Peter Lumsden, Lord Edmund 
continued, do not cancel his appointniant. 
He has not been summoned to London 
to advise the government about tho fron- 
tier boundary commission, An escort 
will remain with General Ridgoway, who 
will carry on tho work of tho commission. 

London, May 7. — Granville, in the 
houso of lords this afternoon, replying to 
a motion by the opposition for production 
by the government of papers iu thu Rus- 
sian controvery, used the following |au 
ouage: "1 do not believe that if England 
was going to wage war against Russia, we 
ahould wago it at a disadvantage, and with 
every advantage iu favor of Russia." 
Lord Granville denied that thu govern- 
ment's military policy had been a failure 
and denied also that Russia would go to 
Herat. The motion for the production of 
tho papers was then withdrawn.

Reyes, commander in chief of the Colom- 
bian forces, by Oapt. Kane. A court- 
martial win then held by Gen. Reyes and 
L | ltJ rebellious pirates were sentenced to 
death. No delay occurred in executing 
the sentence of tho court, and in the 
afternoon the condemned were taken to 
the middle of the ruiii3 which they wore 
instrumental in making, and hanged in 
presence of thousands of persons, who 
had assembled to witness the enforcement 
of the law. 

A Suicide and its Sequel. 

Berlin, April 28. — Tho sequel to a 
netisational story of the past has made its 
appearance in a birth notice copied into 
the morning papers. Two years ago Pro- 
fessor von Putlitz, who had recently mar- 
ried a daughter of Count Flamming, shot 
himself, and loft a letter saying that ho 
was the victim of an "American duel," iu 
which lots aro drawn and the unlucky 
ono has to kill himself. His opponent, ho 
stated, was a young Hebrew barrister. Tho 
anti Semitic feeling was very strong at 
the time, and every effort was made to find 
the Jew referrod to, hut without succoss. 
While searching his papers tho father of 
the dead man found a letter which estab- 
lished the criminal intimacy of hie hod's 
young wife with Legations Councillor von 
Heyking, one of her husband's most inti- 
mate friends. This came to Prince Bis- 
marck's ears, and Heyking was requested 
to send iu his resignation. This ho did, 
and he and tho widow Putlitz both dis- 
appeared from society. Tho following 
newspaper announcement forms tho Be- 
quel: — "Herr von Heyking and Fran 
Elizabeth, iu'c Countess Flemming, in 
Florence, have boon rejoiced in tho birth 
of a child."

Spokane Falls, May 0. — Both stages 
running between Rathdrum arid Fort 
Cumr d'Alono were stopped by highway- 
men between 2 and 3 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. There aro two stages that 
leavo the railroad depot at Rathdrum for 
Cceur d'Alcuo City every afternoon, uftsr 
the arrival of tho west- bound train; ono 
that is known as tho regular lino and the 
other as the opposition. At the usual 
hour yesterday the regular stage, carrying 
tho mail and Wells, Fargo & Co.'i ex- 
press matter, pullod out of Rathdrum, 
carrying two pusaengeis, a white nun, 
Charles Uant.hro, and a Chinaman. When 
the stage arrived within three or four 
miles of Post C«sur d'Alone, where the 
road runs through the timber, two masked 
men, armed with revolvers, stopped the 
vehicle and ordered tho passengers to dia- 
mount, form in line and hold up their 
hands, an invitation they responded to 
with alacrity. Uno of the robber* wont 
through tho passengers and tho atajje, 
while the other stood guard with a aix- 
shooter in eauh hand. The dmer w*» 
not interfered with. Mr. Hanthro was 
relieved of $17, a watoh and chain, and a 
revolver. Tho Chinaman intentionally 
full down during tho excitement, and 
throw his money, $81, in the grass, which 
was all recovered as soon as the robbers 
departed. Wells Purge's oxpresn box win 
split open with a hatchet and only two 
packages stolon. One of them was a 
bundle of Oregoniuns, and the other a 
threo pound package,- the contentB of 
which wore not known. After oleaning 
out tho stage the robbers disappeared, 
and tho vehicle continued its journey. In 
a »hort time tho opposition stage came 
along with four passengers, when tho 
highwaymen covered tho driver with Bhot* 
guns and compelled the pasiongora to 
form iu lino, and while one kept them 
covered tho othor wen' through them, 
taking in all \buut §200. two wntoho« and 
othor valuables. As to-day ia pay-dsy 
fur the troops at tho post, it is geneially 
thought that the robbery was committed 
in the hope of getting the paymaster^ 
money, they no doubt supposing that a 
portion of tho amount at least might como 
by express.

Tho disease is due to tho bad sani- 
tary aondition of the town, which has 
neither sewers nor gutters. The borough 
council met last night when tho cause of 
the pestilence was discussed, and it was 
decided to clean tho streets, alleys and 
back yards immediately.

The extensive stables for the Victoria 
Trausfer Company, facing on Broughton 
und Courtenay streets, are about comploted 
and will be ready for occupation the latter 
part of next week. They are composed of 
two buildings !)0xf>7 feet, '2% stories in 
height, and are mOHt complete, compact 
and convenient for the purposes intended. 
The main entrance is on Broughton street 
Immediately at tho foot of Broad, 

On the right aro several offices to bo oc- 
cupied by the British Columbia Express 
Co., extending 30 foot iu depth. Iu these 
is built a large vault, 6x0 foot, by 8 feet iu 
tho clear, furnished with double brick walls 
ami iron tire-proof doors. 

To the left are the offices of the Transfer 
Company. The main room is intended for 
a carriage bouse, with harness rooms at 
side. Immediately above tho offices aro ten 
sleeping apartments for the use of employes, 
The balance of the first floor is also in- 
tended for carriage room, tho vehicles being 
hoisted by a large elevator in tho centre of 
the floor. Tho attic will be utilized aa a 
store room for condemned plant, etc. 

Between the two buildiugs is u apace of 
15 feet with Portland cement floor sloping 
to euds. This will be devoted to washing 
purposes, the water draining into the strobt 
sewers. 

The entrance to the second building, 
the stablo proper, is • from Courtonuy 
street. The ground floor is altogether 
tilled with stalls for horses, thoro being a 
large passage-way ill tho coutro and rows 
of ten stalls on each side, at each end 
being si i box stalls for fancy stock. The 
stalls other than box are arranged with 
lifting doors to allow of horses being fed 
without entering the stalls. Grain is 
brought from the upper tloor by hoppers 
into a box at end of pasaago way botweun 
tho stalls. Feeding stock is thus render- 
ed quiok and easy. The accommodation 
is for about 100 horsos. 

Tho upper tloor is partly dovotod tu 
stalls for nurses, there being 315, reached 
by runways at either side. Tho floors of 
these stalls are caulked like tho deck of a 
ship and sloped so that all refuse matter 
will drain to gutpjrs at tho end, and 
thence to street sewers. They are also 
arranged for feeding similar to those on 
tho ground floor. The balance of the Hat 
is used as a storehouse for hay and grain, 
the food being lifted by ropo and tackle 
from outBide. There is a repair shop 
located on this tloor, provided with roqui- 
Hito tools for repairing vohiclos. The up- 
per floors of the buildings are connected 
by a gangway for conveying vehicles to 
and from either. 

Tlio compitny is under Mioguiiurui umu- 
agoniotit of Mr. 8. Tingley, Mr Frank S. 
Barnard being president, and Mr. A. 
Henderson superintendent of tho stables. 

The cost of tho buildings complete will 
be in the neighbourhood of $10,000, and 
have been built by day labor under tlio 
superintendence of Mr. 0. T. Penwell. 
They are built entirely of Douglas pine, 
the outside walls und roof being coated 
with lire proof paint.

Correspondence from a pensioner of 
the British army, now at Clieiuainus, 
offering his services; and from a gentle- 
man at San Francisco offering to rifle 
cannon ami mount them and submit a 
new Bystom of fortifications, was read. 

The mayor read two schemes for de- 
fence and Mr. E. 0. Johnson moved that 
both schemes bo submitted to a committee 
for revision.

Tlw; Cliiucse Kc|;ul»tioii ( Act. 

Circulars were issued yesterday to the 
Chinese collectors recently appointed under 
the provisions of the "Chinese Regulation 
Act, 188-1," instructing them to proceed at 
once in enforcing the art. This provides 
that every Chinese resident of the province 
not a Rritisb. subject, shall contribute tho 

sou OF XKN OOLLAItS 

to tho provincial treasury each year for the 
privilege of being allowed to live in this 
province. Any Chinese found in the pro- 
vince not in possession of a receipt of hav- 
ing paid the $10 tax will be subject to a 
fine not exceeding §40. Employers of 
Cbiuese are compelled to furnish a list of 
those iu their employ, and iu each case of 
default are subject to a fine not exceeding 
$100 or two mouths imprisonment. The 
collector maj r seize goods of Chinese in 
dofuult of their not paying tho license. 
Employers will ulso retain license while 
Chinese are in his service. Toll gate col- 
lectors are/instructed to demand that snch 
license be shown before allowing them to 
pass. 

Chinese are required to \>iy S\t> for a 
FhKK SLINK It's UKltrmOATli, 
and any found mining gold or other 
precious metals without a license are sub- 
ject to a Que not exceeding s'-10. 

The tiso of opium is prohibited oxeept 
for the purposes of medicine and surgery 
and a penalty not exceeding $100 is im- 
posed for every infraction of this section 
of tho act. 

Section 25 provides that it will bo un- 
lawful to occupy as a dwelling any room 
unless there is at least 

384 Or/Bill FEET OF SPACE 
for ouch occupant. Any poison who lets 
or occupies contrary to this provision will 
bo subject to a penalty not exceeding 
850. 

From the above it will be seen that we 
have a most stringent Chinese regulation 
act, and if its provisions are properly car- 
ried out it will go a long way toward pre- 
venting the incoming of any more celes- 
tials, and will also dampen the ambition 
of those already here, and probably induce 
large numbers of them to Hon the country. 

Tho bill was passed lSih February, 
1884, its provisions to come into force one 
year from that (bite. Its proper enforce 
incut will determine the fact that our gov- 
ernment and people are 

TllOHOUOIILV IM KAKMJSKT 
in their efforts to counteract the evils that 
the Chinese exercise in the advancement 
of the province. It will also add a snug 
sum to the provincial coffers, there being 
fully 10,000 iu the country. At §10 per 
head it means §100,000.

DIRECTORS ANNUAL REPORT. 

Gentlemen, — In presenting our Report for 1884, we have to inform you that both the Hospital as 
well as the Convalescent Home, has been during the year nearly always as full as the accommodations would 
permit, and at times during the winter every available space was occupied, the large additions to our popula- 
tion both from foreign as well as provincial, is taxing our space and resources to the utmost limit, and 
provision must soon be made for greater accommodations and more funds, it' the institution is to bo kept 
pace with the growing requirements. 

Since the last annual meeting Mr. Peter Haack, who hail filled the office of Steward, was recommended 
to resign, and on 3rd September, Mr. and Mrs. Janiies'on were temporally appointed as Steward and Matron, 
and on Oct. 1st their appointments were confirmed. 

.The Directors have during the past year made enquiries for the purpose of accepting the proposal 
made by H. C. Beetou, Esq., the Provincial agent in England, towards erecting a modern Hospital, but have 
found great difficulty in obtaining suitable grounds in or near the City, the present locution being considered 
not entirely suitable, the question being of moment will be a subject for the consideration of the new Board 
of Directors. 

The Hospital has been kept in efficient condition, and the visiting Surgeon has been attentive and 
active in his duties. 

The report of the Treasurer which accompanies this, will show (bat .although economy has been 
practiced, that the increased sickness consequent upon the growth of the City shows conclusively that more 
funds will be required for use of the next year, to keep the institution up t.> its present excellent standard. 

The Medical Officer has attended and dispensed medicines to about 300 ill and out patients, showing 
that much good work has been achieved. 

On 31st December the Board of Directors met with a severe loss in the death of the late Peter 
McQuade, a good co-worker who was always ready to give time and assistance. The Government appointed 
Mr. T. Lubhe to fill the vacancy. 

The Directors are of opinion that the contract system for the supply of one year for groceries, beef 
and coal should be adopted. 

The Directors beg to thank the Vancouver Coal Company ami Messrs. Dunsmuir Cor their generous 
donations of coal, and to many ladies and gentlemen for their support of the institution,

In submitting the accounts for the past year the Treasurer begs to point ,.ii t he excess of expenditure 
over current income, by which the funds brought forward at March, 1884, have been reduced by S7 43.91. 

The cost of maintaining the Convalescent Home as an adjunct of the Hospital involves a considerable 
addition to the outlay from the funds at the disposal of the Board, and it will be observed that the Govern- 
ment grant this year is $. r >,000 only, as against 85,400 the previous year. 

A more liberal support from the public is thus imperative, and it is hoped that this will he generally 
recognized in the future.

Respecting the Fire Limits, Wooden 
builoincs, and the storage of hay 
and straw. 

IN AMENDMENT OF THE EXIST- 
1 ing By-Lawa bo it onaoted by the 
Mayor and Council of the Corporation , of 
tho City of Victoria as follows: .. 

1. Suction 2 of "Tho By-Law for Pro- 
hibiting the Erection of Wooden Build- 
ings, 1879, Amendment By-Law 1883" ia 
hereby repealed, and in lieu thereof tho 
following substituted : 

"2. That portion of the City of Vic- 
toria which is contained within tho limits 
hereinafter described, namely — commenc- 
ing at the northwest corner gf lot 127, 
thence running easterly along the north- 
ern boundary of the said lot to Store 
street, thence easterly across Store street 
in a straight lino to tho centre of Fis- 
gard street, thence easterly along the 
centre of Fisgard street to the centre of 
Douglas street, theneo southorly along the 
centre of Douglas street to the centre of 
Courtonay street, thence along the centre 
of Oourtenay street to tho northeast cor- 
ner lot 8, theneo along the northern boun- 
dary of lot 8 to tho shore of Victoria Har- 
bor, thence along tho shore line of Vic- 
toria Harbor to the point of commence- 
ment,— is hereby declared to be within 
the Fire Limits of the said city." 

2. No addition to or alteration of any 
wooden building within tho said fire lim- 
ns shall be made. 

!i. No building other than with main 
w lis of brick, iron or stone, and roofing 
of incombustible material, shall bo erected 
or | laced within the said tire limits. 

1 It shall be lawful for tho Mayor and 
Council of the said city to authorizu by 
resolution any otlicer therein named to 
pull down or remove any building which 
shall have been constructed or placed in 
contravention of this Bylaw; and all ex- 
penses reasonably incurred in pulling 
down or removing any such building shall 
be repaid by the owner or owners thero 
of t'i the treasurer of the said Corporation, 
and shall he recoverable with costs in a 
summary manner before the Polico Mag- 
istrate or any other Justice of the Peace 
having jurisdiction within the said city. 

f>. in this Bylaw tho word "building" 
shall not apply to any shod within tho 
curtilage of another building and used 
exclusively for the storage of fuel for con- 

BUliipl in such other building, such 

shed not exceeding ten feet by twelve 
feet in superficial linear measure and ten 
feet in height, nor shall it apply to any 
shed erected or to bo erected wholly on or 
over the wooden piles of a wharf on tho 
water front; hut no shod shall hereafter 
be erected on any wharf within the said 
lire limits other than with rooting of in- 
combus' iblu material. 

(i. The quantity of hay or straw or hay 
and straw permitt. d to bo stored or kept 
for sale or use in any building within tho 
lire limits shall not exceed tho following, 
namely : 

For every Livery or Hack Stable, 15 

tons. 

For storage or sale, 15 tons. 

For private consumption, 2 tons. 

7. Every Uylmv or portion of a Bylaw 
which is inconsistent with any provision 
of this Bylaw is hereby repealed. 

8 This Uylaw may bo cited as the 
"Fire Limits and Wooden Building' By- 
Law, 1885 "
